whilst the physical organs ure closed in slumber, aod the mind, 
still active, ie iu what has becu called the dreum state. For 
this is, in priuciple, precisely the same ns the state of mugnetic 
somnambulism, exoept that the mind is generally not nearly 
80 elevated and vigilant, à greater or less number of its fucul- 
ties almost «always being entirely dormant. But the facultics 
which are awake are frequently aud momentarily in » condi- 
tion to receive impressions in the manner described, uf which 
faut the reader will find abundant illustrations iu our chapter 
on dreaws. While in the dream state, aud that state of com- 
posure between wakefulness and slumber, the author himeelf 
hus had numerous psychological experiences of such a nature 
as enables him to know positively, that all which is cloimed 
iu the foregoing pages in reference to the faculty of presenti- 
monts, second sight, clairvoyance, and other iuterivr impres- 
aions, is founded upoo the nature and laws of the human soul.

Now, if she is not to suffer total 
shipwreck, sumo power must take her ont of this unecaman-like posi- 
tion; and Spiritualism is that power, The church that is to stand, 
must have its foundation in fact. not faith, and this is supplied hy 
Spiritualism which supersodes faith with knowledge. ‘There is ull the 
difference in the world in the eolidity of * 1. believe" and "I. know,” 
but the Intter is the corner-stone which most of our modern theolugicnl 
builders reject. They will accept it yet, and make it the very "head 
of the corner.” Spiritualism is of the nature of an added growth to 
human intellizenee ; und it is from this growth that the church of the 
fature is to arise, und out of it also is the true social order to be 
evolved. 

The church which is of faith, muintains that there i3 a break in hu- 
man existence, She sets an impassable nlf between the presnnt and 
the future ; and this crror is fruitful in mischief. Ut originates the 
notion that man can have two interests, one on the varth, and the 
other in heaven; that he ean serve two masters, God and. Mammon ; 
that he can hare two characters, one for the prayer meeting, aud 
another for the stork exchange; that he can have two faiths, ove in 
the Almighty God, and another in “the ahuighty dollar!” Spiritu- 
aliam (the church which in of fact), shows directly the reverse of this, 
and hence will, of necessity, mold the institations of the future ip har- 
mony with faet. And this, in brief, is the relation which modern 
Spiritualism holds to the church and to society.

: The first thing which I wish fou to notice in these worda, is the 
illustration which they afford of the character and the purpose of 


Christ, "They ate the words of one hent upon unworldly ends, und 
who, caring only for truth, would sift away every thing base and 
false. 


A seeker of human applause and of worldly power, would not 

have poken in this way. Mo would huve delighted in the nambers 
Which guthered uround him, and tried by all means to have concilia, 
ted the mass of the people. 1n the swell and heat of public exotto- 
ment, the enthusinst would have recognized ouly u sanction of his 
mission, and the fanatic would have increased the fury of his zeal. 

But Jesus was no worldly sekir of power; he was no fanatic ; 
and su he rebukes the base motive, and discriminates between thase 
who sought kim with genuine love aud reverence, and thuse who came 
to him with fale notions or with mere pretences ; men who, behald- 
ing the miracles, did not discern the divineness within them, nor the 
Spiritual realities which they symbolized, but detected in them only 
a temporal benefit ora ettish gratification, They did not Covel these 
miracles as ministrations to their souls, but na conveniences for their 
appetites. There was no art in the mission of Jesus; he et his reli - 
gion upon no pretences. Ho loved the people. Never tis one 
walked this carth who did so much for them, why knew s intimately 
their good and their evil, and touched with so gentle a hand the ig- 
sues of their deepest want, No ono hus spoken such words of hope 
OF encouragement for them, or given such an impulse to every effort 
to uplift and redeem them. Aud if they ever are aplifted or redeem- 
od. wherever on this earth they bleed, or stumble, or mourn, it will 
be by no philosophical theories, hy no convulsive efforta for freedom, 
bnt hy the spirit and the power of Jesus of N azareth. one who was 
of thom, and who knew them as never man knew, 

But really loving the people, Christ could not deceive them, or 
encourage that which wus lowest in them. ‘This is what the mere 
demagogue dor. le dues not nim to lift the people to their bigh- 
cat, but he comes down to their lowest. He docs not inspire their 
best feelings, but plays upon (heir basest passions, He seeks not to 
enlighten them with truth, but to flatter them in their delusion. He 
is looking beyond them, not at the vision of their welfare, but at the 
altitude of his own purpose. Fle stretches ont his hand to them aa 
the Devil did big to Kyo, with an apple in it. 

When 1 read these words, written Uy this same Evangelist, Jolm, 
concerning Christ. where he says: Hie knew what was in man” 
—and of which the text is such n significant ilustration—1 think 
how differently the Suviour used his knowledge from the way in 
Which others have nsed theirs who haye professed 10 know man and 
amen, and to some extent have known them. I think of the despot's 
machinery and the priest's policy, the politician's arts, and the liber- 
tine's infernal steres cnch in hig way distrusting and contemning 
"fh people; and then. D. think how Jesns, who knew thea: so much 
better, so much more perfectly than these, trusted them and loved 
them. and died to serve thom. But, I repeat, because he served thom, 
he contd uot deceive them, or, when need was, do otherwise than ro- 
buke them, He took advantage of no popular delusion, Iis king- 
dom was not axat nud drink, and he. told them so. 1f they were 
looking for an earthly empire and the glories of conquest, be unde- 
ecived them by holding up the self-denial of hig religion, the triala 
throsgi which his disciples mnst pass, aud the ignominy of his own 
cross. Those who came to him to be approved for their smooth 
morality and their respectable observance, had the veil torn away 
from their hearts by ony pungent appeal to the spirit of self-sncritice 
and the springs of gusuine religions life. He did not merely do- 
nounce clases, such a3 the seribes and Pharisees. Why, this is a 
comparatively casy thing to do; it is a Very cusy thing to rebuke 
classea of men, to stand up and fire away nt fashionuble and promi- 
nent sins, There is hardly anything eo cheap as the popularity ant 
reputation for boliness thut may bo earned in this way. It requires 
but a very little of n sort of amateur rifle practice to hit the mark 
perlectly in the eye. Riches, luxury, pride—the crowd don't hava 
these, but if they do, they da not show them in just such a way, and 
of course they will applaud. 

But the trae (cst in the teacher—the test of i 
sincerity, after all, is in opposing not Classes, bi 
not always for, bot often against, the People ; and it is especiully the 
test of earucetniss at thia day, because it is almost a heresy, almost a 
blasphemy, to «wy anything of popular ignorance, popular baseness, 
popular vulgarity und deception; and yet there is just as much of tha 
current of popular meanntze to be stemmed in this Way as in any other 
And the braver man to-day is not the mun whe denounces the i : 
lar vier, but who really rebuke the people, and shows them their falan- 
howl and their wrong. The multitude followed Christ, With them Fo 
was popular, though not popular with the influential class.

DOES MESMERISM ACCOUNT FOR THE 
SPIRITU AL PHENOMENA? 

"This seems to be a mooted question with persons who have 
not investigated, and bence who do not understand, either 
Mernerism or Spiritunliem, and with another class of persons 
who magnify Mesmerism out of all just proportions, to make 
it account for almost all extraordinary mental phenomena. 
In order to decido the question rightly, a person must be nc- 
quainted with all the specific characteristics of the two sys- 
teme, and all the varieties of phenomena. attributed to them. 
Mesinerism is often designated by the term psychology, which 
Bignifies simply the science of the soul ; hence the great pro- 
fanation of language to say a person is " psychologized."
